I Hiring tile p<\st few ym rs, Bristol (ms sufft red more from 
unfavorable econom ic conditions, perhaps, than any other 
tow n in eastern Pennsylvania. 
The closing of the airplane 
factory threw m any persons out of em ploym ent. 
Inadequate 
tariff protection accorded the leather industry, resulted in the 
shutting dow n of the Bristol Patent Leather C o m p a n y ’s 
plant, with the consequent loss o f em ploym ent for several 
hundred m en; com bined with these tw o calamities, the utter 
breakdow n of the trolley system and tin- slowing dow n of 
em p loym ent in other transportation system s, added more to 
the hard luck already experienced. 


hor over sixty-five years, the to w n ol Bristol has been de­ 
pendent upon its m anufacturing industries. W hen they have 
enjoyed a season of activity the w h o le tow n has participated 
therein. W orkm en because of steady em ploym ent have been 
able to buy their hom es and not only the necessities hut m any 
of the luxuries of life. 
I he m erchants of the town have pros­ 
pered because the local industries have given work to their 
custom ers. 
I axes paid by the industries, directly and in­

were subjected to a most dastardly and despicable experience, 
and the tow n of Bristol w as adm inistered a crushing blow , the 
results of which will be seen in the poverty, distress and su f­ 
fering, which will surely follow. Several loads of agitators 
from outside of Bristol, suddenly sw ept into tow n, and by 
threatening and intim idating the w orkm en, caused the shut­ 
dow n of our textile industries. 


I he entrance of these agitator , into the tow n, their efforts 
to intim idate and coerce the em ployees, w as nothing short of 
crime. If the laws of our land can be so easily broken, and the 
Slate and Federal governm ents remain passive, and refuse 
through fear or political trickery, to give adequate protection 
to our citizens and our industrial institutions, then confidence 
in our governm ent is gone. 


I he situation in Bristol is one w hich deeply concerns every 
citizen. 
The welfare of the com m unity is dependent upon the 
Law lessness, intim idation 
and coercion, have brought hard luck to a peaceful industrious 
com m unity. Had any trouble existed in the industries, it was 
within the rights of the em ployees to settle their differences 
with their em ployers, w ithout any interference from outside 
sources. 
I he fact that no differences existed increases the 
m agnitude of the crime which was com m itted by these roving 
agitators. 


T he k now ledge that the em ployees had no grievances, the 
injection of agitators from outside tilt* Borough, their intim i­ 
dation of w orkm en, and the threats of bodily injury should 
they remain at work, the curtailment of in co m e on the part 
o f the em p loyees, with the resultant loss to the m erchants of 
the tow n, and tile further w eakening of our tax reservoir, 
should fill all good citizens with the deepest concern.
